of all sorts. He found bits 0f the 
dwarf horse, of the alligator and of 
other animals, and then he came 
upon P ieces of skulls the character 
of which was new to him. 
He delved further in an effort 
t0 uncover complete skeletons. His 
students helpers returned to their 
schools and he kept on alone, but 
had no further success. 
Bad weather finally set in and 
Mr. Thompson was compelled 
to 
abandon his wortt. He bad, how­ 
ever, collected hundreds of bones 
and skulls of great research value. 
He plans to return to Sioux county 
next year and resume work in the 
channel bed. 
“Western Nebraska undoubtedly 
is the richest field in America for 
this sort of work,” said Mr. Thomp­ 
son recently and we hope to make 
startling discoveries in 
the next 
two or there years. I shall return 
next summer aud make an effort 
to find complete skeletons of the 
strange type 0f rodents and reptiles j 
of which we have fragments ”

Despite Military Censor the 
Labor Army is Very 
Well Equipped. 


(By the Asaoetatod Press) 
SIENNA, Dec. 21. — Besides its 
little standing army of &bout 25,- 
000 men a nd its state gendarmerie, 
A ustria has two other armed and 
organised forces, both irregular and 
both probably w ithout th e pale of 
*’io Treaty. i n the opinion of many 
observers here the last two m ention­ 
ed organizations may lead tx) trou­ 
ble. They are the adm ittedly well 
aim ed labor batallions of the pro­ 
vinces. 
The latter are composed largely 
of the peasants and lesser profess­ 
ional classes and 
ex-officers, 
and 
are particularly strong in Styria and 
the 
Tyrol. 
Ju st 
how 
and 
where 
they got 
arm s, am m unition and 
equipm ent is not known. The Al­ 
lied 
M ilitary 
Control 
Commission 
was supposed to have stripped the 
country of m ilitary 
m aterial, 
but 
the fact rem ains th at both t h -se or­ 
ganizations are fully equipped and 
num ber many thousands. Recently 
the police 
found 
in 
one 
of 
the 
"heirn w ehr” headquarters not only 
guns and 
loaded 
clubs but hand 
grenades and posion gases. 
Incidents in E tyria recently show­ 
ed the danger of these factions. In. 
one case strikers captured and dis­ 
arm ed 
gendarm es sent 
to cubdue 
disturbances .whereupon the gover­ 
nor 
of 
the 
province ordered ©ut 
the local detachm ents of the army. 
The arm y is preponderantly social­ 
ist and sym pathetic with the work­ 
er:- , 
but 
the 
soldiers 
obeyed 
or­ 
ders, subdued the trouble makers, 
and released the policemen. The ex­ 
planation is found in the fact that 
the governor had, at th e same time, 
assembled 200 of his “ heimwehr” 
and put them behind the soldiery 
to see they did what they were told 
t0 do. 
Tho two forces narro w ly avoided 
a serious clash recently in Juden- 
burg, Styria, and this incident show­ 
ed even more clearly the latent dan­ 
ger that lies in this condition of 
ai fairs. 
W orkm en from 
some fac­ 
tories entered the homes r,t ‘‘heim­ 
w ehr” peasants at night and seized 
their arm s. They were arrested in 
turn, and, when a f‘rst demand for 
their 
release 
was 
refused, nearly 
2,000 
workm en, 
m ilitarily 
armed 
and 
organized, 
assembled 
and 
m arched on the town. Gerdaruies 
were mobilized, reinforced by stu­ 
dents from t ’ne two s ta ’ 2 universi­ 
ties there, and for tw Q days the two 
forces faced each other over a lit­ 
tle bridge.

— Benito Mus­ 
solini, the man who at thirty-eight 
years of age has become virtually 
the legal dictator of Italy, has a 
great capacity for work. Since he 
assum ed charge of th e Ministries of 
Foreign 
Affairs an 
tithe 
Interior, 
Mussolini has averaged over eighteen 
nours of hard work every day. At 
his desk promptly a t the stroke or 
eight, he is still busy at m idnight a t­ 
tending to the business of the two 
most im portant 
m inistries in 
his 
governm ent. 
During 
the eighteen m onths in 
which he was engaged in the organi­ 
zation of the Fascismo m ovement 
culm inating in the peaceful entrance 
of a hundred thousand of his fol­ 
lowers into Rome October 31st, Mus» 
solini worked an average of twelve 
hours every day, including Sundays. 
Mussolini eats little and drinks 
less. 
He sleeps about five or six 
hours out of the twenty-four. His 
beverage is

Italian 
wine 
with about fifty percent of w ater 
added. 
His favorite recreations are fenc­ 
ing and walking, and he is said to 
be a chess player of no m ean abil­ 
ity. 
Italy’s m an of th e hour was an 
enthusiastic advocate of his coun­ 
try ’s entrance into the world w ar on 
the side of the Allies. He served as 
a corporal until wounded so severely 
th at he had to be sent to the rear 
as unfit for fu rth er active duty.
